NO’s version of “Central Perk,” 
originally scheduled to open in 
April, won’t arrive until next fall. 
Construction on Mava Java, the cof- 
fee house to be built in the food court of 


the Milo Bail Student Center (MBSC), ° 


was slated to begin March 22.. 
However, a lack of proper plumbing 
will delay the construction until late 
summer. 

“T wanted to let you know that we 
will not be able to open our proposed 
coffee house after spring break as we 
had hoped,” said Guy Conway, director 

of the Student Center, in a letter to 
Student President/Regent Jon Shradar. 

“To bring over the espresso machine 
we-need to not only add an additional 
power- and water line, but also a sink 
and a drain, which is required by the 
department of health,” Conway said. 

Mava Java is now scheduled to open 
the first day of the fall 1999 semester. 

Conway said putting more time into 
the project will benefit both: students 
and the MBSC. 

The coffee house will be sectioned 
off from the rest of the food court, creat- 
ing a relaxing atmosphere for students. It

UNO theater production was 

selected to perform next month at 
the Kennedy Center’s Terrace Theater 
stage in Washington DC. 

“All in the Timing,” a full-length 
comedy directed by graduate student 
Kathy Bagby, was first performed at 
UNO in November. It was one of five 
plays out of about 36 entries selected 
in January to perform at the American 
College Theatre Festival’s regional 


level in Ames, Iowa. 


At regionals, “All in the Timing,” 
written by David Ives in 1993, was 
presented to theater professionals, stu- 


dents, professors and designers from 


Nebraska,, Kansas, Iowa, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Minnesota,’ 
Missouri and Colorado. 

To advance, the play had to be one 
of the six top productions in the 
nation. The department of dramatic 
arts received word March | that “All 
in the Timing” was one of those six, 
and would be performing at the 
Kennedy Center April 19 and 20. 

Bagby, who picked the play for her 
thesis, said this is the first time a show 
from UNO has gone to the national 
level, 

She picked the play because “it’s so 
different, it’s so unique,” she said. 
“It’s the kind of thing you don’t nor- 
mally see on a stage,” said Bagby. 
“It’s very funny, it draws a lot a lot of 
references from Shakespeare, Kafka, 
from Trotsky, it’s very intelligent. It’s 
best for an educated audience, which 
is why it did so well at a university.” 

The production, which was first 
performed off-Broadway in New 
York, is a series of plays written 
between 1987 and 1993, then put 
together by Ives to make a full-length 
production, Bagby said. — 

. “There’s a lot of farce in it, a lot of 
wit,” she said. “It plays with words, it 
plays with elements of time.” 

“It has a lot of weird elements in it 
that make it unique,” she said. 

The play has not only drawn atten- 
tion for the production, but Bagby has 


_ been awarded a Director’s Award, cos- 
-tume designer Lindsay Stang won an- 
- award for her designs, and Paul Pape 


won a scenic design award for the 
play. 

A full-length dress rehearsal of 
“All in the Timing” will be performed 
Wednesday, April 14 in the Lied 
Performing Arts Center and is free to 
all who attend.

These are a few of the stereotypical 
words people have used to describe some- 
one who suffers from a mental illness. Even 
though one in five people suffer, or will suf- 
fer at some point in their lives, from a men- 
tal illness, society still places a stigma on 
people who suffer from mental illnesses.

someone who is weak or feeble-minded as 
some may believe. In fact, many people 
who suffer from mental illnesses have little 
"or no control over their suffering. 
Empirical studies indicate there is a strong 
; relationship between genetics and mental ill- 
ness. It has also been found that several key 
neurotransmitters in the brain, such as sero- 
tonin or dopamine, play major roles in the 
causation of mental illnesses, such as depres- 
sion, schizophrenia, and others. 

As Jen Davis, a junior chemistry major 
correctly put it, “people with mental illnesses 
suffer from chemical imbalances in the brain 
that lead them to have behavior that doesn't 
parallel ‘socially acceptable behavior.’ These 
are things that may have been inherent in them 
since birth and can’t be helped.” 

Ray Millimet, professor of psychology at 
UNO, said physical factors contribute to

mental illnesses but they are not the sole 
culprit. 
“Both genetic and environmental factors - 


‘ come into play when looking at the causes 


of mental illnesses,” he said. “One cannot 
simply say it’s one or the other; most of the 
time it’s a combination of the two.” 

Accepting this may be difficult for those 
who hold on dearly to the Freudian theory, 
which is the notion that our past experiences - 
shape our eccentric behavior, | 

“People with mental illnesses have to 
deal with the stigma that some people feel 
they’re all completely insane and they all 
want to kill somebody,” Padraic McElroy, a 
UNO freshman, said. 

Although a little extreme, some people 
lacking knowledge about mental illnesses 
hold these views. 

If the stigma surrounding mental illness 
is such a problem, then what is the solution? 

One way to deal with this stigma, 
Millimet said, “is to educate people starting 
as young as children in grade school about 
mental illnesses and the people who suffer 
from them.” 

Davis said this problem should be dealt 
with on a more general level. “The media 
needs to portray them as not a sorry case or 
glamorize mental illnesses,” she said. 
“They should just treat them like they are, 
normal people with a disease.”

Women’s History Month didn’t start as a declared 
observance from the U.S. Congress. It began by a meeting 
of the Education Task Force of the Sonoma County 
(California) Commission on the Status of Women in 1978. 

The Commission declared “Women’s History Week” 
the week of March 8. which is ‘International Women’s 
Day. The group instituted annual programs for a few 
dozen schools in California, along with an annual essay 
contest titled “Real Women” and a parade in downtown 
Santa Rosa, Calif. ; 

This year, UNO observed National Women’s History gg 
Month with commemorative posters displayed by — “® 
women’s studies students of Sandra Squire Ph.D., and a § 
lecture last Friday by Princeton University sociologist ® 
Patricia Fernandez-Kelly Ph.D.. y 

As part of her dissertation, Fernandez-Kelly joined 
what is commonly known as a sweat shop just over the 
Mexican border, to gain first hand knowledge of her sub- & 
ject. Now, twenty years later, she is a Princeton University | : 
professor, author and lecturer. ; 

Her afternoon lecture at UNO Friday focused on § 
export-processing zones and sweatshops on the U.S. | 
Mexican border and Asia along with why women have 
been preferred as sources of cheap labor. She also 
addressed the North American Free Trade Agreement fe 
(NAFTA) and its effect on women in the global work- # 
place. : 

No matter how Women’s History !fonth is celebrated @ 
from books on the topic to lectures, it has come a long & 
way from one group of women looking for a way to 
enlighten students and raise the awareness of the general 
public. u 
The small celebration of women's history i in California § 
grew larger, when in 1979, members of the Commission & 
were asked to participate in Women’s History Institutes at § 
Sarah Lawrence College. The institutes were attended by & 
the national! leaders of organizations for women and girls 
who, after hearing of the annual March celebrations in 
California, returned to their organizations and schools to 
initiate their own commemorations. They also agreed to § 
support the efforts of the commission, to secure a con- § 
gressional resolution declaring a “National Women’s & 
History Week.” 

In 1981, Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-UT) and Rep. Barbara 
Mikulski (D-MD)co-sponsored a Congressional 
Resolution to establish a country-wide Women’s History 
Week. This resolution to support and encourage the § 
nation’s schools and communities to celebrate National § 
Women’s History Week was among resolutions already 
in effect from governors, city councils, and school 
boards across the country. “Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
New York, Oregon, Alaska, and other. states developed 
and distributed curriculum materials to all of their pub- 
lic schools” reported the National Women’s History 
Project’s members. * 

In 1987, the National Women’s History Week was § 
expanded by congress to the entire month of March. The 
resolution, passed with bipartisan support in both the US 
House of Representatives and the US Senate, designates 
a month to this recognition and requests the President of 
the United States issue a proclamation each March in cel- & 
ebration of the time. : 

This year during his proclamation, President Clinton § 
acknowledged the past contributions. of women to the § 
United States and gave thought for the future. In closing 
he said, “Women who have gone before us accomplished 
so. much, often in the face of hardship and discrimination;

WASHINGTON - Bill Gates, Microsoft 
Corp. chairman and techie extraordinaire, is 
urging college students to encourage their 
future employers to get with the digital age to 
improve their businesses. 

- Gates, who appeared at Georgetown 
University on March 24 to promote his 
new book, told students they could help 
their supervisors run operations more effi- 


ciently by steering them away from most 
paper documents and toward the electron- 
ic storage of information. 

To make his point, Gates described 
how his staff presented him with binders 
filled with copies of every paper form his 
company used, from purchase approvals 
to benefits requests. 

“I did something only a CEO really can 
do,” he said. “I said, ‘Get rid of them.’ In fact, 
the only ones we have left are the ones we 


have to fill out and send to the government.” 

Entering data into computers helps 
employees work more efficiently in a 
variety of ways - whether that means 
making sales figures available online or 
producing in seconds flat a complete list 
of every interaction a company has had 
with a particular customer, Gates said. 

“Students lead the way,” he said. “It’s 
really students who are driving into this 
business.” 


Gates predicts that the next major 
high-tech advances will be in wireless 
networks, smaller-sized computers, 
speech recognition programs and software 
that lets people collaborate on electronic 
documents. He also cited figures showing 
that 153 million people worldwide, 
including 87 million in the United States 
and Canada, use the Internet at least for e- 
mail. He predicted a decade will pass
